four on each side... 16 and 18 
persons were crowded. . . but no- 
ix>dy complained ..

When she arrived in London. . . 
Mrs. I’hillips stayed at the Grand 
Hotel on T rafalgar Square. . . She 
remained for Uiree weeks before 
booking passage on the Arabic...

The voyage to 
America was very exciting, what 
with fears of torpedos, mines and

Mrs. Phillips brought some in¬
